HE’S NOT ALONE-THOUSANDS OF MILLIONAIRES 
DO NOT PAY ANY FEDERAL INCOME TAXES

Tax documents obtained by The New Tbrk Times show that Donald Trump 
declared a massive net operating loss of $916 million in 1995, enough to allow him 
to avoid paying federal income taxes for up to 18 years. The documents shed light 
on provisions in the U.S. tax code that allow wealthy individuals to avoid income 
tax payments even in years when they make millions. 


In 1995, Trump declared $3.4 million in busi- 
ness income, $7.4 million in interest income, 
and close to $100,000 in income from other 
sources like dividends, taxable refunds and 
wages. But this income was more than offset 
by hundreds of millions of dollars in report- 
ed losses from real estate and “the financial 
wreckage he left behind in the early 1990s 
through mismanagement of three Atlantic 
City casinos, his ill-fated foray into the airline 
business and his ill-timed purchase of the Plaza 
Hotel in Manhattan,” according to the Times. 

About 46 percent of all tax filers (individu- 
als or households) pay no federal income taxes 
each year because of various exclusions. High- 
income tax filers make up a tiny portion of 
that number, but they are by far the biggest 
beneficiaries. More than half of the tax rev- 
enue lost to the most common tax exclusions 
stays in the pockets of the richest one-fifth 
of Americans, according to an analysis by the 
Congressional Budget Office. 


While it’s rare for high-earners to pay no 
federal income tax, it’s not unheard of In 
2011, for instance, about 433,000 tax filers 
with incomes over $100,000 paid no federal 
income tax, according to estimates based on 
limited IRS data by the Tax Policy Center, a 
non-profit think tank. That number includes 
approximately 4,000 filers with an income of 
$i million or more. 

HOW CAN SOMEONE 
NOT PAY TAXES? 

The wealthy and poor households that paid 
no income tax in 2011 did so for drastically 
different reasons. Most low-income filers — 
those with a pre-tax income of $20,000 or 
less— who paid no tax did so because of the 
basic structure of our progressive tax system, 
which determined they made just enough to 
cover family expenses, or less. 

Many also benefit from the Earned Income 
Tax Credit, which offers a refund to low- and 


moderate-income workers. That cost the gov- 
ernment about $61 billion in forgone tax rev- 
enue in 2013, according to the CBO. 

By contrast, high earners who paid no tax 
were primarily able to do so because of a wide 
array of other special provisions in tax law 
Roughly 1,000 of the 4,000 millionaire non- 
payers in 2011 did so because their income 
that year was locked away in individual retire- 
ment accounts not subject to federal taxes, 
according to Roberton Williams of the Urban 
Institute, one of the authors of the Tax Policy 
Center analysis. 

At an annual cost of $137 billion, the tax 
exclusion for pension contributions was more 
than twice as expensive as the Earned Income 
Tax Credit. 

Another significant chunk of the 4,000 
high-income non-filers made their money 
from interest on municipal bonds, which is 
not subject to federal income tax. Reduced 
tax rates on capital gains were also one of most 
costly federal tax provisions: $161 billion. 

WHO BENEFITS MOST? 

Calculating the cost of the 10 largest tax ex- 
penditures— the exclusions, deductions and 
credits allowed through the tax code— the 
2013 CBO report found that the wealthi- 
est taxpayers were the biggest beneficiaries. 
About 50 percent of the expenditures went to 
taxpayers in the top 20 percent. 

The CBO report didn’t include “net 


operating loss” in its calculation of top tax 
expenditures. But as Trump shows, it can be 
a major boon. 

People like Trump who work in real estate 
can use real estate losses to offset gains or in- 
come from elsewhere, according to Williams. 
Eor real estate developers, “your business is 
such that you’re more likely to generate losses 
in the short run, and {the government] is going 
to allow you away of deferring your taxes while 
you’re in a losing situation,” Williams said. 

But, he added, oftentimes “these are paper 
losses, not real losses.” The tax code allows 
property owners in the real estate business 
to claim losses from things like depreciation 
even if the property itself is gaining market 
value. 

Williams says these provisions are not nec- 
essarily problematic or harmful on their own, 
and that they weren’t created with the inten- 
tion of allowing wealthy people to avoid pay- 
ing taxes indefinitely But the complexity they 
add to an already-complex and massive tax 
code can erode people’s trust in the fairness 
of the tax system. 

This complexity can lead to suspicion of 
wealthy non-taxpayers, like Trump. And it can 
just as easily lead to suspicion of low-income 
people who don’t pay tax either. 

“HALE of Americans don’t pay income tax 
despite crippling govt debt,” Trump tweeted 
in 2012. Left unsaid was that for at least part 
of his career. Trump was one of them. 
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the 2016 Big Idea Award winners.

BuffetGo turns restaurant 


leftovers into cheap takeout

BuffetGo, a Los Angeles-based startup that 
lets people buy end-of-day buffet meals for 
cheap, wants less food to end up in landfills. 

The company which was founded in 2014, 
expanded to Chicago last week. Its first local 
client is Baker MiUer, the James Beard-nomi- 
nated bakery with locations in Lincoln Square 
and Ravenswood. 

BuffetGo sells excess fresh and hot food 
from restaurants’ buffets at a steep discount 
before closing time. Customers 
purchase meals from partner 
restaurants through the Buf- 
fetGo site for as little as $2, 
then show up at the designated 
time to fill takeaway boxes and 
take their meals to go. 

Typically, customers must 
arrive 15 to 30 minutes before 
closing time, when the restau- 
rant is less likely to seU the rest 
of its food to regular customers. 

Baker Miller is open to 
BuffetGo customers only at its 
Lincoln Square location; the 
pickup window is between 2:15 
and 2:30 p.m. on weekdays and 
2:45 to 3 p.m. on weekends. The 
bakery did not respond to an 
emailed request for comment. 

BuffetGo CEO Emil Lolby said selling 
excess food creates additional revenue for 
restaurants and is good for the environment. 
If fresh or cooked food isn’t purchased by the 
close of business by BuffetGo customers, res- 
taurants can still donate it or throw it away 

“With BuffetGo, [customers] can now 
purchase all that food ... instead of [restau- 
rants] throwing it away” Lolby said. 


Americans throw away 30 to 40 percent 
of the food supply about 133 billion pounds 
of food, the U.S. Department of Agriculture 
said in 2010. At some partner restaurants, 
BuffetGo customers purchase up to 30 meals 
a day, Lolby said. 

The company started in Denmark, where 
Lolby is from, before shifting to New Abrk 
and landing in Los Angeles earlier this year, 
he said. Since late 2015, it has worked with 
about 30 restaurants around New York, Los 
Angeles, San Erancisco and 
San Diego, he said. It has 10 
employees in the U.S. and also 
operates in several European 
countries, including Denmark, 
Sweden and Germany 
In some cases, BuffetGo 
helps restaurants donate the 
food they haven’t sold to area 
shelters, he said. 

BuffetGo donates 20 percent 
of each purchase to the United 
Nations World Eood Pro- 
gramme, which fights hunger 
worldwide. The majority of 
the rest goes to the restaurant, 
Lolby said, with for-profit Buf- 
fetGo keeping the difference. 
The revenue split varies from 
restaurant to restaurant, a spokesman for the 
company said. 

The service’s customers are cost-conscious 
but well-off enough to have access to a 
smartphone, which they need to show proof 
of purchase at the restaurants, Lolby said. He 
said he hopes donating to anti-hunger efforts 
and promoting donation rather than disposal 
when possible can help those unable to use 
the service.

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DEA s planned ban of 
kratom plant draws fury

A bipartisan group of nine senators is calling 
on the Drug Enforcement Administration to 
delay its “unprecedented” decision to ban kra- 
tom, a plant that researchers say holds great 
potential for mitigat- 
ing the effects of the 
opioid epidemic. 

The DEA recently 
decided to place kra- 
tom, whose opiate-like 
effects are making it an 
increasingly popular al- 
ternative for treating pain and drug addiction, 
into Schedule i of the Controlled Substances 
Act, the most restrictive regulatory category 
on a temporary emergency basis “to avoid an 
imminent hazard to the public safety” 

The Senate letter, spearheaded by Orrin 
Hatch (R-Utah), says: “Congress granted emer- 
gency scheduling authority to the DEA based 
on the need for law enforcement interdiction 
of new and previously unknown illegal synthet- 
ic street drugs that result in injuries and death. 
The use of this emergency authority for a natu- 
ral substance is unprecedented ... .” 

Why ban kratom? 

The DEA cites 6oo-plus poison-control cen- 
ter calls involving kratom between 2010 and 
2015 in its justification for banning the plant, 
and notes that 15 deaths were linked to its use 
between 2014 and 2016. In an interview with 
The Washington Post, a DEA spokesman lat- 
er clarified that all but one of those fatalities 
involved the use of other substances. 

The DEA announced its plan to place kra- 
tom in Schedule i just over a month ago, using 


an emergency authority that does not require 
it to solicit public feedback. Blowback from 
pain patients was swift and furious. 

In defense of kratom 

People who take the plant have shared their 
stories on how kratom helped them overcome 
addiction to opiates or alcohol, or how it has 
helped them treat otherwise intractable pain. 
Researchers say that their work with the kra- 
tom plant could eventually lead to the develop- 
ment of nonaddictive alternatives to powerful 
opiate painkillers, and that by placing kratom 
in Schedule i, the government is effectively 
crippling their ability to carry out that research. 

Over 140,000 people have signed a White 
House petition asking the Obama adminis- 
tration to reconsider the move. 

In legal limbo 

Last week, 51 U.S. representatives similarly 
called on the DEA and the White House to 
reconsider or at least delay the ban, which was 
slated to go into effect as early as Eriday last 
week but had not yet as of Tuesday afternoon. 

DEA spokesman Russell Baer said the DEA 
would respond to the senators’ and congress- 
men’s concerns, but could not say whether 
the ban would go into force before that cor- 
respondence happens. 

“It’s not a matter of if It’s simply a matter 
of when, in terms of DEA publishing the final 
order to temporarily schedule kratom,” Baer 
said. “Our administrator {Chuck Rosenberg] 
has determined that kratom represents an 
imminent hazard to public safety So I have 
a sense that publishing our final order will be 
sooner as opposed to later.”

“The Girl on the Train” is an adaptation of 
Paula Hawkins’ runaway smash novel, which 
debuted at No. i on the Newark Times’ best- 
seller list in February 2015 and stayed there 
for 13 consecutive weeks, ^t even before the 
book was first released, the film adaptation 
was already barreling forward. 

Nearly a year before the book was pub- 
lished, Dreamworks Pictures acquired the 
rights for producer Marc Platt. By the time the 
book was coming out, screenwriter Erin Cres- 
sida Wilson was already turning in a draft of 
the screenplay 

“Even in a manuscript form, ‘The Girl on the 
Train’ sort of leapt off the pages as a contempo- 
rary suspense drama-slash-thriller,” Platt said. 
“It has all the mechanics of a thriller, but at the 
heart of it was a great character study It had 
three female characters, all flawed and there- 
fore conflicted. They feel human to us, they 
don’t feel perfect because they are not.” 

Directed by Tate Taylor (“The Help”) and 
opening Friday the film stars Emily Blunt as 
Rachel, a woman emotionally unraveling from 
the breakup of her marriage and her spiraling 
alcohol abuse. She rides a commuter train ev- 
ery day past the home she used to share with 
her husband, who now lives there with his new 
wife, Anna (Rebecca Ferguson), and their in- 
fant daughter. 

At the same time, Rachel fantasizes about 
the lives of a neighboring couple that includes 
the beautiful, young Megan (Haley Bennett). 
When Megan goes missing during a period 
of time in which Rachel blacked out, it sets in 
motion the unraveling of a series of mysteries. 

In the book the story is told from the al- 
ternating first-person perspectives of Rachel, 
Anna and Megan. The challenge of external- 
izing the novel’s shifting series of unreliable 
narrators and inner monologues fell to Wilson, 
who first gained attention with her screenplay 
for 2002’s racy “Secretary” and was more re- 
cently a writer and producer on the short-lived 
television series “Vinyl.” 

“Because we didn’t know that the book 
would be a success, we were making the film 
for the film’s sake, not the film and the fan 
base,” Wilson said. 

“I definitely pulled the book in closer,” Wil- 
son said. “The film is basically the cinematic 
retelling of the book. It’s really not gratu- 
itously different. I really tried to do the book 
in cinematic language. My favorite line in the 
screenplay is ‘the camera is drunk.’ I tried to do 
some drunk filmmaking, to get the film to be 
confused in that way My other favorite line is 
‘I’m afraid of myself,’ which I think is the core 
of the film.” 

The major change between the book and 
the movie is the shift from being set around 
London to upscale suburbs outside New York 
City At the same time, the London-born Blunt 
retains her English accent as Rachel. 

“It seemed like a cool wink and a nod to

“The Girl on the Train” is a thriller with a mystery at its heart, so naturally it raises a lot of ques- 
tions. Where did the missing woman go? Who was involved in her disappearance? And who the 
heck are all of these people? 

Tbu’ll have to see the movie, out Friday, to get your answers to the first two questions, but we 
can help you out with that last one. Here’s the breakdown, based on what we know from the 
2015 novel— as always, the filmmakers might have some changes up their sleeves. 


Rachel Emily Blunt 

The central character in the story, a 30-some- 
thing woman whose life has spun out of con- 
trol because of her struggles with alcoholism, 
her failed marriage and other personal woes. 

Tom Justin Theroux 

Rachel’s ex-husband, who left her for another 
woman. 

Anna Rebecca Ferguson 
The other woman, Tom’s mistress-turned-sec- 
ond wife. She’s younger than Rachel, and beau- 
tiful, and she and Tom have a baby daughter 
together, Evie. 

Megan Haley Bennett 
A young woman who lives down the street 
from Rachel’s old house (where Tom and Anna 
still live) and occasionally takes care of their 
daughter. Rachel watches for glimpses of 
Megan and her husband from her train every 
morning, enamored with their seemingly per- 
fect relationship, until Megan suddenly disap- 
pears and the real action of the story begins. 


Scott Luke Evans 

Megan’s also-seemingly-perfect husband. 
Cathy Laura Prepon 

Rachel’s old sort-of-friend from college, who 
gave her a place to stay after her marriage end- 
ed, just for a few months ... two years ago. 

Detective Riley Allison Janney 

The no-nonsense police officer investigating 

Megan’s disappearance. 

Dr. Kamal Abdic Edgar Ramirez
